Canuy now seems to hold only about 300 Spanish troops, the number 


eported by the Cuban scouts, in spite of the belief of Americans 


Lore that 3,000 Spanish driven forward by our advance on Dai- 


quiri and Juragua, had all retreated on Caney and not on Santiago. 


The small number of troops now at Caney indicates that tho Span- 


iards have practically evacuated tho place. 
Corporal Hutch, of com- 


pany U, 7th U. S. Infantry, who with seven men was sent on out 


• ost duty two miles from Santiago yesterday morning, and forgotten 


until this afternoon, was found by Gen. Shatter and sent into camp. 


The men considered the whole affair a good joke. They had repeat- 


edly seen Spaniards, who did not offer to molest them and tho 


Americans spent the day as if enjoying a picnic in the woods. 


American officers generally expect a movement today to capture 


Cnnoy, 5 miles northeast of Santiago. 
Such a move may draw the 


Spaniards in force from Santiago but in view of their previous re- 


troutB when our army might have been seriously harassed on the 


inarch, an aggressive move on the part of the Spaniards is considered 


unlikely. 


DISPATCH FROM DEWEY. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—The navy department has received 


another dispatch from Admiral Dewey, and has given out the fol- 


linuug extract: 


"No change in the situation since my telegram of June 17, 


Five German, three British, one French and one Japanese man-of- 


war in port.
